On December 26, 2014 at approximately 12:30 A.M., members of the Burlington Police 

and Fire Departments were dispatched to the area of Pearl St. and South Willard St. for multiple 

calls reporting a gas leak resulting from a possible motor vehicle accident.  Upon arrival, officers 

identified an active natural gas leak at a residence in the area.  Burlington Fire Department 

personnel evacuated area residences while emergency crews worked to isolate and stop the leak. 

Once the leak was stopped and the area was verified as being safe, the evacuated residents were 

allowed to go back inside their residences.  There were not any injuries reported during the 

incident.     

 

Investigation revealed that a vehicle struck the meter alongside the apartment building, 

causing the gas leak, and then left the scene without stopping.  The vehicle should have rear end 

damage and a broken taillight lens.
